Registration of Firms in New South 
Wales Will Protect Exporters. 

Wasuincton, D. C., June 3.—Recent 
advices state that an act of considerable 
importance to American exporters has just 
come into operation in New South Wales. 
It is known as the Registration of Firms 
ict, and provides for the official registra- 
tion of all business firms consisting of 
more than one individual, or of single indi- 
viduals adding “Co.” to their names 
The object is to prevent the use 

fictitious trade mames for’ the 
purpose of obtaining undue _ credit. 
The list, when complete, will include sev- 
eral thousand names, any false description 
by any of the firms registering being pun- 
ishable by imprisonment. 

The list will be closed on a given date, 
and all firms remaining unregistered at that 
time will be prosecuted. The register will 
show the name and private address of each 
member of a firm, together with the office 
or place of business, nature of business, 
and branches, if any 

It is anticipated that when the act is in 
full operation it will do much to clean New 
South Wales of bogus firms and sham 
agents. It is not improbable that the act 
will be extended to the other States of 
Australia as a federal measure. 


Amendments to the Tariff of British 
India. 

WasHincTon, D. C., June 3.—There 
have been several amendments to the tariff 
of British India, including the following 
items in connection with the jewelry and 
kindred industries, viz.: 

Cutlery, 5 per cent. ad valorem. 

Plated ware, 5 per cent. ad valorem. 

German silver, 5 per cent. ad valorem. 

Gold bullion and coin, free. 

_Gold leaf, 5 per cent. ad valorem on a tariff 
valuation of 2 rupees 12 annas per 100 leaves. 

Silver bullion or coin, éxcept current coin of 
the Indian Government, 5 per cent. ad valorem. 

Clocks, watches and other timekeepers or parts 
thereof, 5 per cent. ad valorem 

Imitation or false coral, 5 per cent. ad valorem. 

Silverware, plain, other than European, 5 per 
cent. ad valorem on a tariff valuation of 1 rupee 
per tola, which is equivalent to 180 grains. 

Silverware, embossed or chased, other than Eu- 
ropean, 1 rupee 4 annas_ the tariff valuation on 
each tola of 180 grains, on which the duty will 
be 5 per cent. ad valorem 

All other kinds of jewelry, jewels, and other 
manufactures of gold and silver, 5 per cent. ad 
valorem.

The efforts of the association, through 
its local branches, to secure legislation for 
the regulation of the sales of stocks of 
goods in bulk, have been unusually success- 
ful during the present year, 16 States hav- 
ing passed laws on the subject up to this 
date. A resolution will be considered au- 
thorizing the Legislative Committee of the 
association to continue its labors, and to 
cause the early introduction of such bills 
into the Legislatures of the States where 
now no such laws exist. Some attempt

Treasury Department at Washington 
is busily investigating the recently inaugu- 
rated practice of importing diamonds 
through ports of entry outside of New York.

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While Prosecuting Men Charged With 
Robbing Him, Harry Janowitz Is 
Again the Victim of a Thief. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 5.—Harry Jano- 
witz, a jeweler of this town, feels that for- 
tune is against him, and he has some reason 
for thinking so. The robbery of his store 
by a clerk is recent history, but only Thurs- 
day, while he was at Ebensburg, the county 
seat, testifying before the Grand Jury in the 
first robbery case, another loss occurred, as 
the result of which he is out a diamond ring 
valued at $175, and has in return a hali 
dozen teaspoons worth $1.50 and small ring 
with a paste stone. 

While Mr. Janowitz was absent his store 
was in charge of his brother, D. W. 
Janowitz, and his repairer, Charles Gund- 
lach. During the afternoon a handsomely 
dressed woman called at the store, 571 
Main St., and left a half dozen plated tea- 
spoons to be marked with her initials. She 
was probably 40 years of age. Before she 
left she said that she believed she would 
look at some diamond rings. A tray was 
set before her, and after looking over the 
stock she said that she believed that she 
would not buy until she had consulted with 
her husband and departed. 

Some time after the woman had left an 





examination of the ring tray showed that a 
beautiful double stone diamond ring valued 
at $175 was missing, and for it had been 
substituted a small single stone ring with a 
very poor paste imitation. 

Mr. Janowitz arrived home from Ebens 
burg last evening, and this morning went to 
Altoona and Pittsburgh to set pawnbrokers, 
jewelers and the police on tne fookout for 
the stolen stone. 


EBENSBURG, Pa., June 6.—The Grand Jury 
of Cambria County has returned true bills 
against M. Dannenbaum, George Upde- 
grave, Samuel Snell and James Scott in 
connection with larceny and receiving of 
stolen goods alleged to have been taken 
from Harry Janowitz’s store, 571 Main St 
Johnstown. Dannenbaum is also charged 
with assaulting an officer and _ resisting 
arrest. 

THe CrircuLAR-WEEKLY published May 13 
an account of the robbery of Mr. Janowitz’s 
store and the subsequent arrest of his clerk 
on the charge of systematically robbing his 
employer and disposing of the goods to 
other persons. Dannenbaum was arrested 
shortly afterward on the charge of receiving 
some of the stolen jew elry.

Kramer Results in Verdict for 
the Latter. 

A verdict in favor of the defendant was 
given Wednesday by a jury in Trial Term, 
Part III., of the New York Supreme Court, 
before Judge Bischoff, in the case of Eich- 
berg & Co., diamond dealers at 65 Nassau 
St.. New York, against H. S. Kramer, 
dealer in watch mater and jewelry, 51 
Maiden Lane, New York. 

he suit was brought to recover $800, the 
balance due on a quantity of diamonds said 
to have been delivered by the plaintiffs to 
a bookkeeper of Kramer in November, 1899, 
and is the last one of a series of legal pro- 
ceedings brought about by the alleged de- 
falcations of Meyer Goldstein, the book- 
keeper in question. The case is important, 
as it brings to light the fact that the present 
custom of delivering diamonds to a pur- 
chaser without receiving a receipt from him 
extremely prevalent among otherwise 
careful men, an4 
hole through which a purchaser may es71 
liability without paying for goods which 
he has received. 

Readers of THE CrrcULAR-WEEKLY 
remember the arrest of Goldstein, 
four years ago, and how he was charged 
with perjury and grand jarceny by Mr.

Contest Over Election of Trustee for the 
Spencer Optical Mfg. Co. of 
New Jersey. 

Newark, N. J., June 5.—A meeting of 
the creditors of the Spencer Optical Mfg 
Co., of New Jersey, was held to-day at 10 
o'clock, in the office of Referee in Bank 
ruptcy F. W. Leonard, 800 Broad St 

As was expected, Elliott Spencer, wh 
was the assignee of the company’s assets 
before the bankruptcy petition was filed 
against the company by the Jewelers Asso 
ciation and Board of Trade, of New York, 
was on hand and made an effort to be elect 
ed trustee in the bankruptcy proceedings 
He had a power of attorney from 33 
tors of the bankrupt, whose claims aggre 
gated about $40,000. He declared that each 
one of the creditors whom he represented 
wished him to be trustee, and that, as h: 
had the majority in claims and in indebted 
ness, he should be appointed to that office. 

The Jewelers Association and Board of 
rade of New York, which was represented 
at the meeting by its secretary, D. L. Saf 
ford, and Albert Gleason, of Hastings & 
Gleason, attorneys for the association, had 
about 13 claims, aggregating about $5,000. 
Their choice for trustee was Frederick B 
Wismer. 

Mr. Gleason immediately opened fire by 
asking permission of the Referee to exam- 
ine Elliott Spencer. This permission was 
granted, and Mr. Gleason brought out the 
fact that Mr. Spencer was a director of the 
New York concern, and a former employe 
of the old concern, and that his interests in 
the company were identified with those of 
the bankrupt, and that he was working for 
the bankrupt’s interests in seeking to be 
come trustee. He showed also that Mr. 
Spencer had used every effort among the 
creditors of the company to secure their 
proof of claim and to represent them at the 
meeting 

Mr. Gleason then contended that under 
the Bankruptcy law, as established by the 
Gill case, Mr. Spencer had no legal right to 
be trustee. The Referee decided, therefore, 
that the 33 claims should be thrown out. 
This left the 13 claims represented by the 
Board of Trade, which were voted in favor 
of Mr. Wismer, but the Referee decided 
not to confirm the election of Mr. Wismer 
as trustee until his decision in regard to the 
33 claims under discussion was reviewed 
before Judge Kirkpatrick, of the United 
States District Court, at Trenton, N. J. 

The attorneys representing both sets of 
creditors wills come before Judge Kirkpat- 
rick some time during the coming week to 
argue the case. If the 33 claims are not al 
lowed Mr. Wismer will be the trustee, but 
if the Court overrules the Referee in Bank 
ruptcy and allows the 33 claims to stand, an 
effort will be; made to set aside some of 
these claims or to have them transferred 
into other hands

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HE officials of the 
Treasury De- 
partment seem to be 
considerably worried 
over the fact that recently there have been 
numerous importations of diamonds by 
small retail and wholesale jewelers, which, 
instead of coming through the Port of New 
York, as the great bulk of these stones 
usually do, have been entered directly 
through some small, local port of entry 
where the Government has no facilities for 
absolutely determining the exact value of 
the gems in question. It is also claimed by 
a prominent Government official that the 
importations of this kind have become so 
general as to give the impression to the 
Treasury officials that each importation is 
part of some large scheme to get diamonds 
into the country at a lower appraised value 
than that on which duty would have been as 
sessed had they come in through the Port 
of New York. 

If this surmise be correct, though con- 
clusive evidence of the fact has not yet 
been brought forth, the Treasury Depart- 
ment has an unfortunate condition to meet, 
particularly as it appears to be the right of 
an importer to bring in his goods through 
any authorized port of entry, and a contin 
uance of the practice may lead the de- 
partment to order all diamonds imported 
through ports other than New York to be 
shipped to the Public Stores of that city, 
in order that their value be properly deter 
mined. This will, of course, give much 
bother to the Government officials and also

cause serious delay to the jewelers import 
ing the gems. It is to be hoped, therefore, 
for the benefit of all concerned, that this 
practice will not become too general, and 
the jewelers desiring to import their dia 
monds directly, either for the sake of ad 
vertising or other purposes, will bring them 
through the port at which 99 per cent. of 
such articles are entered and where their 








value can be determined easily, accurately 
and quickly 

The subject has been one to which much 
space was given by the daily newspapers 
last week, both in the news and editoria! 
columns. Among the journals commenting 
editorially on the subject was the New 
York Commercial, which, 
lished the following under the head of 
“Appraisal of Diamonds :”

Criticism of Secretary Shaw on account of the 
stand that he has taken in the matter of the impor 
tation ot diamonds and other precious stones at 


other ports than New York looks unreasonable and 
ill-advised 

With inconsiderably few exceptions the great 
bulk of diamonds imported into this country ha 


come through this port heretotore rhis is only 
natural, considering that many mure steamships 
from abroad arrive here than at any other port, 


and that New York is the center of the country’s 
diamond trade. At no other port, in consequence 
has the Government deemed it necessary to keep 
diamond experts as appraisers in the Custom 
House Now, however, a practice has sprung uy 
of importing diamonds at other ports, because the 
customs officials there, having no expert knowledge 


of the value of the stones, must take the im 
porters’ valuation—which is always as low as the 
goods will stand, of course There is no fraud 
involved in this, but apparently the Government 
must lose money by the practice 

Secretary Shaw merely asks that the practice 
“shall not be made too general.”’ If it is—that 1s 
if it increases perceptibly from its present volume 

the Treasury Department will have to order that 


all diamonds imported at other points than New 
York be brought here for expert appraisal, and 
then be returned to their owners upon the payment 
of the duties Otherwise, the Government would 
have to maintain sdlaried diamond experts at al 
the ports of entry—a plan that would obviously 
be so expensive and generally impracticable as not 
to be warranted or considered for a moment 


Certain importers call this attitude of Secreary 
Shaw “unfair discrimination’ against outside ports 
and in favor of New York The facts would 


seem to disprove the charge. The importers can 
use any port that they may choose, of course; but 
having chosen one at which the Government is 
known not to maintain the conveniences that it 
does here in New York, they must take the con 
sequences 





ESPITE the fact 

Jewelry Failures that the figures 

During May. relating to the com- 
mercial failures in all 
lines during the month of May just passed 
show the number to be exceedingly few, 
comparatively, with a slight increase of lia- 
bilities, the figures for the jewelry trade 
show a larger number of insolvencies among 
the dealers in jewelry and clocks than have 
been reported for any May during the past 
five years. While the aggregate amount of 
the liabilities of these failures is under the 
figures for May, 1902, it is at the same time 
over 60 per cent. more than in May, 1901, 
about three times that of May, 1900, and 
nearly 17 times that of May, 1899. 

According to an elaborate table published 
by Dun’s Review, giving failures by 
branches of business, there were 17 jewelers 
who went to the wall last month whose ag 
gregate liabilities amounted to $214,701, an 
average of $12,629. According to the same 
table there were 16 failures in May, 1902, 
with liabilities of $264,307; 11 failures in 
May, 1901, with liabilities of $125,796; lo 
failures in May, 1900, with liabilities of 
$71,235, and three failures in May, 1899, 
with liabilities of $12,629.

wholly accounted for by a single failure.

Two dollars for an artisan 
who must have at least fiv years of appr 
ticeship and experience and who must be 
provided with fine tools and instruments 
representing a capital of from $300 to $500 

Comparing our position to that of the un 

educated workman, any righteous man must 

undoubtedly be of the opinion that we de 
serve better treatment 

lhe repairers’ salary in the last 10 yea 
had to make up for the competition of em 
ployers and the cutting in repairing prices 
And while wages have come down gradu 
ally, the necessaries of life have steadily 
gone higher and higher. 

The exigencies of employers have also 
become greater and their advertisements 
may have contributed a great deal to make 
the name of “watchmaker” ridiculous, and, 
therefore, most repairers prefer to style 
themselves jewe ers. It is not unusual 
read advertisements like this: 

WANTED, a first class watchmaker, who is also 
a jeweler, engraver and salesman 
Or like this: 

WANTED, a first class watchmaker and jeweler, 
a practical all around man, one who can wait 
on the drug trade; send references, photograph 
and sample of engraving. 

If watchmakers remain as gentlemanly 
and sheepish as they have been until now, 
they will pretty soon be required to mind 
the baby in the absence of the employer or 
his wife. 

Many sad experiences could be told by 
watchmakers on the subject of wage cutting, 
but, Mr. Editor, I desire not to abuse thx 
freedom of space accorded my utterances in 
your columns. I hope many of my brother 
craftsmen may read these few lines and be 
induced by them to also express their views 
so that we may obtain a consensus of opin 
ion from watchmakers generally 
any definite steps looking toward organiza 
tion are taken.

This 
sounds like a paradox, but the term is used 
advisedly; plenty of light that non- 
actinic; running water, if possible, in a 
good broad sink. This need not be an 
expensive feature, as all byt the plumbing 
can be done by anybody familiar with the 
rudiments of carpentry, and suggestions 
for making a good dark room can be found 
in most any of the books devoted to pho- 
tography.

NEW fad akin to that of wearing one’s 
birthstone is to the Zodiacal 
sign under which one was born, says a daily 
newspaper.. These signs occur in a series 
of 12 natal brooches which have already 
been introduced by leading jewelers. They 
are in the form of gold medallions. Each 
is a picture of the month it represents and

A S one often looks to nature for per- 
fection, it strikes him odd that 
so many defects should be found in the 
construction of the human eye. These de- 
fects may, of course, be creations of our 
erroneous judgment and may in reality 
serve a higher office than it is possible for 
us to conceive, but call them defects 
inasmuch as we treat the eye as an optical 
instrument, and comparing it with optical 
appliances of our own manufacture we find 
the eye falling short on points that are 
easily overcome in the manufactured arti-

Newton thought that the index of re- 


fraction of a medium was proportional to 
its dispersive power. Should this have been 
the case it would have been impossible to 
produce achromatic lenses, but, fortunately. 
it is not; and Dollard, working upon 
Euler’s false, though, as you see, very pro- 
ductive hypothesis, constructed achromatic 
lenses. 

Until such the de 
gree of usefulness of a lens was far more 
limited. If a strong 
microscope the object looked at 
tinted with various hues, 
unnatural result; with telescopes, too, the 
same difficulty was encountered and a field 
of paramount importance was thereby con 
fined within aggravating narrow boundaries.

The prism to be used is difficult to name, 
nor do I think it would avail much unless 
the vision were first improved. Here again 
one looks for myopia, inasmuch as there 1s 
a tendency toward esophoria, which seldom 
exists in connection with hyperopia 

By feeling of the eyeballs you may note 
whether or not they are abnormally hard, 
and if they are you may look for the pres 
ence of glaucoma, which in turn would point 
toward myopia; thus you see you are con- 
stantly on the fence so long as you stick to 
the refractive side. 

My conclusion is that the girl does not 
need your aid nor the oculist’s aid as much 
as she needs that of the physician who will 
build up her general health. She may have 
kidney trouble, or what you speak of, de- 
tached retina, or a dozen other diseases, but 
she has not health, nor proper rest, and 
these. I think, will have to be gained be- 
fore aught can be done in a refractive way.

Full Text of the Act to Regulate the 
Practice of Optometry in the State 
of California. 


S announced in a recent issue of THE 
A CircULAR-WEEKLY, opticians along the 
Pacific Coast have been anxiously awaiting 
the appointment by Governor Pardee, of 


San Francisco, of the three members of 


the commission to constitute a board of 
examiners in accordance with the recent 
enactment of the California State Optom- 
etrv law. In compliance with the request 
of many readers, the full text of this act, 
which was approved March 26, 1903, is 
appended below: 

The People of the State of California represented 

in Senate and Assembly do enact as follows: 

is defined 


Section 1. The practice of optometry 
subjec- 


as follows, namely: The employment of 
tive and objective mechanical means to determine 
the accommodative and refractive states of the 
eye and the scope of its fynctions in general 

Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful for any person to 
practice optometry in the State of California unless 
he shall first have obtained a certificate of regis- 
tration and filed the same, or a certified copy 
thereof, with the clerk of the county of his resi- 
dence, all as hereinafter previded. 

Sec. 3. There is hereby created a board, whose 
duty it shall be to carry out the purposes and 
enforce the provisions of this act, and shall be 
styled the California State Board of Examiners 
in Optometry. Said board shall be appointed by 
the Governor as soon as practicable after the pass- 
age of this act, and shall consist of three persons 
engaged in the actual practice of optometry, and 
residing in the State of California. Each member 
of said board shall hold office for a term of four 
years, and until his successor is appointed. Ap- 
pointments to fill vacancies caused by death, resig 
nation or removal, shall be made for the residue of 
such term by the Governor. The members of said 
board, before entering upon their duties, shall re- 








spectively take and subscribe to the oath required 
to be taken by other officers, and filed with the 
clerk of the county in which said member resides, 
and said board shall have a common seal 

Sec. 4. Said board shall choose at its first regular 
meeting, and annually thereafter, one of its mem 
bers president, and one secretary thereof, who 
severally shall have the power during their term 
of office to administer oaths and take affidavits, 
certifying thereto under their hand and the seal 
of the board. Said board shall meet at least once 
in each year at the State Capitol, and in addition 
thereto, whenever and wherever the president and 
secretary thereof shall call a meeting; a majority 
of said board shall at all times constitute a quo 
rum.

The first 
active effort on the part of the Govern- 
ment dates back to the year 1799, when 
the private school of the Duke de la Roche- 
foncauld was turned into a national insti 
tution. Despite this early beginning, how- 
ever, a system of State schools for trade 


and technical education was not ¢ ympleted 
until the vear 1900 


Under the authority of the Ministry of 


Commerce and Industry there is the Na- 
tional School of Watchmaking at Besan- 
con, and the National School of Watch- 
making at Cluses; and among private insti- 
tutions for the advancement of any one 
branch of industry, is the Practical School 


f Watchmaking, at Anet and the Trade 


School of Watchmaking, of Paris; while 
among the private schools and courses 
maintained by trade unions, employers’ as- 
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sociations, labor associations and private en- 
terprises are many technical schools, and 
here we find a trade school of design for 
imitation jewelry, manufactured and allied 
industries, in Paris 

The National Watchmaking School at 
Cluses, received a subsidy of $10,289 in 
1900; its receipts for repair work during 
that year were $487, or a total of $10,776. 
Its expenditure for teachers was $6,855, 
there being 13 in all; its cost of supplies was 
$3,434, making a total of $10,289. The num- 
ber of pupils at this school during the year 
was 141, and its graduates 46. 

The National School of Watchmaking at 
Besangon received a_ subsidy in 1900 
amounting to $4,522; its sale from products 
was far in excess of those of the school at 
Cluses, amounting to $2,585, the total in- 
come for the year thus being $7,107. Ten 
teachers are employed at salaries amount- 
ing to $5,080; the cost of supplies was 
$2,027. The number of scholars in 1900 
was 70, with one graduate for the year. 

The school at Besancon was established 
in 1861, as a municipal institution, and was 
at first a day school. In 1891 it was made 
a State institution, and as such, is under 
the control of the Ministry of Commerce, as 
already stated. It embraces a three-year 
course and its pupils must be over 13 years 
of age. The theoretical instruction covered 
in this school embraces the study of algebra 
to equations of the first degree; elements of 
plain geometry and trigonometry, elements 
of mechanics, their application to watch- 
making, etc.; while the practical instruc- 
tion given in shops belonging to the schools 
relates to all the operations of watchmak- 
ing and the making of instruments of pre- 
cision. While the results obtained have, 
so far, been very satisfactory, they are 
found to be altogether inadequate to the 
needs of the industrial region in which it is 
situated, and a project for its reorganiza- 
tion is now under consideration, and it is 
expected. that three supplementary shops 
will be added in the near future. 

The school at Cluses is a matter of more 
general interest as to its effect upon the 
industry, for it was founded for the special 
purpose of aiding an industry which was 
rapidly declining. At the close of the 
18th century two-thirds of the popu- 
lation of Cluses were engaged in manufac- 
turing watches and clocks. Foreign com- 
petition commenced in 1815, and for 30 
years thereafter there was a steady decline, 
until a demand was made upon the Sar- 
dinian Government for the establishment of 
a special school of watchmaking. This de- 
mand was willingly acceded to and a royal 
school of watchmaking was authorized by 
decree of March 31, 1848. 

The school opened in 
students, 12 boys and 12 girls. The course 
was divided so that a full course in the 
theory and practice of watchmaking could 
be taken, or merely an apprenticeship in any 
particular branch of the industry, and this 
was the class to which girls were admitted. 

During the years that followed, and up to 
the time of the annexation of Savoy by 
France, the work of the school continued 
to prosper, fully meeting the expectations 
that had been held as to its influence upon 
the restoration of the watchmaking indus- 
try in that locality. During that time 295 
persons were trained. In 1863 the course

of study was reorganized, and girls were no 
longer admitted; tuition was free, and the 
course was restricted to two years. Under 
this new arrangement the schools were re- 
opened in 1864 with 18 students; in 1878 
the number had increased to 80, and the 
buildings being entirely inadequate for such 
a number, plans for a new building were 
made, formally opened in 1886. It is still 
a model edifice for the purpose for which 
it is intended. This building covers 10,000 
square feet of ground and is every way 
adequate. In 1890 the purposes were stated 
to be two-fold, first, the formation of skil- 
ful and trained workmen capable of exe- 
cuting, in whole or in part, the apparatus 
destined for the measurement of time, or 
any other instrument of mechanical pre- 
cision made use of in the sciences and arts; 
secondly, to give to young men the instruc- 
tion fitting them to become in these indus- 
tries foremen or directors of establishments. 
Instruction is free, the students furnishing 
the required tools, whole or part scholar- 
ships being granted for the payment of 
board. Since the annexation of Savoy in 
1860 this school has turned out 1,218 grad- 
uates, more than 85 per cent. of whom have 
remained in the trade; eight are teachers in 
schools, 46 are manufacturers or directors 
of establishments, 121 are factory workers 
in watchmaking, 285 are watch repairers, 
418 are watch dealers, 15 are telegraph me- 
chanics in State service, and 33 in private 
establishments, Of the remainder 80 have 
abandoned this line of work, 81 have been 
lost sight of and 131 are dead. 

The Trade School of Watchmaking in 
Paris was founded in 1880, for the purpose 
of turning out skilled watch and clock 
makers. It is a private institution, the 
programme of study covering four years, 
general examinations being held for the 
graduating classes, the examiners being 
watchmakers and scientists. A prize of 
$168, the Duprey legacy, is bestowed on the 
graduate making the highest average; med- 
als from the Ministry of Commerce, tools, 
books and instruments are also given as 
prizes. 





The Manipulation of Aluminum in Watch- 
work, Etc. 


HE innumerable uses to which aluminum 
has been put during the last few years 

and the large variety of articles in the 
jeweler’s art now produced from its va- 
rious alloys, indicate that the metal is des- 
tined to be also more extensively used in 
watchmaking, for which in many parts it 
would be employed great success. 
“Aluminum,” says Joseph V. Woodworth 
in the American Machinist, of which we

“The two great that is, if we 
may term them secrets—in the working of 
aluminum, either in its pure state or in any 
of its alloys, is the use of a proper lubri 
cant, and in the proper shape of the cut- 
ting edges of the tools. There is a great 
variety of grades and alloys of 
aluminum on the market, so numerous that 
no difficulty should be experienced in pro 
curing that suitable for any pur 
Aluminum may be had in much the 
same variety as sheet brass, or in all de 
grees of hardness, from annealed 
stock to the pure, stiff, springy aluminum. 

“Now, about working the metal In 
turning, milling or drilling aluminum in its 
pure state, more difficulty has been 
rienced than in the press working of the 
sheet metal. All these difficulties 
pear if the tools are made properly 
the right lubricant is used. The tool should 
be made with lots of top clearance and 
bottom rake, and instead of the stub point, 
as used for brass, it should be lengthened 
out. The top clearance should be sufficient 
to allow the turnings to free themselves 
easily and not clog around the 
Lastly, the tool should be tempered at a 
light straw, and stoned to a keen edge. 

“As to the lubricants for the machine 
operations of turning, milling or drilling, 
crude oil is best for milling, kerosene for 
drilling, while for turning, soap water, and 
plenty of it, will give grand results. Drills, 
counterbores, reamers, cutters and turning 
will work beautifully when lots of 
clearance is given to them, the edges being 
well hardened and then stoned to a keen 
edge. 

“Soap water is the lubricant for 
turning, crude oil for milling, kerosene for 
drilling, and for large counterboring a cheap 
grade of vaseline. Crude oil for a lubri- 
cant in milling is used to take deep, wide 
cuts without undue strain on the teeth, 
without the cuttings clogging, and instead 
of a coarse, torn texture resulting, will 
give a shiny, smooth finish

Question No, 481—Zapon.—/ hear of 
sapon lacquer, Can you please tell me if this 
is of any practical use and how it is made 
and applied, or where it can be bought?

ANSWER:—A dip lacquer has been. intro- 
duced in commerce by the name of zapon. 
“It represents,” says Wm. T. Brannt, “a 
clear, almost colorless, fluid 


lowing: 
wax, and 


of the con- 
sistency of collodion, and smells something 
like fruit ether.” According to G. Buch- 
ner, it consists essentially of a solution of 
cellulose in a mixture of amyl, acetate and 
acetone. The thinning fluid which accom- 
panies the preparation also consists of the 
last two bodies. This lacquer can be highly 
recommended, its supply being due to the 
favorable property of the cellulose. The 
transparent colorless coat obtained with 
zapon can be bent with the metallic sheet 
to which it has been applied, without crack- 
ing. It is so hard that it can be scarcely 
scratched with the finger-nail, shows no 
trace of stickiness, and it is perfectly homo- 
geneous, even on the edges. This favorable 
behavior is very likely due to the slow 
evaporation of the solvent, and the fact 
that the lacquer quickly forms a thickish, 
tenacious layer, which, though moved with 
difficulty, is not entirely immobile. An- 
other advantage of zapon, especially as re- 
gards metallic objects, is that the coating 
in consequence of its physical constitu- 
tion, preserves the character of the basis 
In accordance with the nature of cellulose. 
the coating is not sensibly affected by ordi- 
nary difference in temperature, and does not 
become dull and non-transparent, as is the 
case with resins, in consequence of molecular 
coherence. It can with soap 
and water, and protects metals coated with 
it from the action of the atmosphere. 
Zapon may also be colored, but, of course, 
only with colored substances—mostly ani 
line colors—which are soluble in the sol- 
vent used for the cellulose. A_ similar 
preparation is known as kristaline. It is 
a hard, transparent enamel which can be 
applied as a lacquer in all kinds of metal 
work without affecting the most delicate 
finish. It is applied by dipping, is invisible 
and leaves no mark in drying. Kristaline 
has now been in use for about 10 years, and 
can be relied upon to protect all metal- 
works from acids and alkalies, also coal gas,

alcohol, benzine, oil, water, fly specks, etc 
It is especially designed to prevent high 
metal work from and to 
preserve the delicate pro 
duced by electricity and artificial oxidation. 
In coating articles with zapon or kristaline, 
no special skill or apparatus is necessary, 
but to obtain the best results manufacturers 
have adopted a form of closet or drying 
rack. A lacquer similar to zapon or kris 
taline may be prepared by substituting solu 
ble pyroxilin for cellulose, the process being 
as follows: Bring collodion-cotton, 7%. e. 
soluble pyroxilin, such as is used by pho 
tographers, into a box which can be her 
metically closed and place upon the bottom 
of the box a dish with sulphuric acid. The 
purpose of this is to dry the collodion 
cotton, which requires from 36 to 48 hours. 
The Collodion-cotton is then brought into a 
large bottle and three or four times its 
quantity by weight of very strong alcohol 
poured over it. In a few days the greater 
portion of it is dissolved, when the clear 
solution is poured into another bottle. Add 
to the clear solution more collodion-cotton, 
about 25 to 30 per cent. of the weight of the 
quantity originally used, and the resulting 
product forms excellent 
quer, which rapidly hardens to a perfectly 
transparent and very glossy coating. For 
diluting cellulose lacquer it is best to use 
wood spirit. To color them, an 
aniline color in strong spirits of wine, add 
a corresponding quantity of the solution to 
the lacquer and shake vigorously. In con 
clusion, a few words may be said in regard 
to the processes by which those magnificent 
effects are obtained which imitate so com- 
pletely the appearance, freshness and rich 
tones of real gilding. In general, gold var- 
nish is applied only upon copper and its 
more or yellow Gold var 
nishers operate as follows: After the ob- 
jects have been perfectly cleaned, scratch 
brushed and burnished, if necessary, they 
are completely dried hot sawdust and 
wiped clean with a fine cloth. A light coat 
of varnish is then applied with a fitch 
pencil, and all excess of varnish removed or 
leveled with another flat brush of badger 
hair or bristles. The two brushes are kept 
together in the same hand, the varnish brush 
between the thumb and first 
while the flat one (without a 
held between the other fingers and the palm 
of the hand.

In the amendment to the design law, 
approved in May, 1902, the substitution of 
the word “ornamental” for that of “useful” 
did not change the meaning of the law, but 
expressed clearly that designs refer to ap 
pearance and not to mechanical utility 

The granting of patents for designs was 
intended to give encouragement to the dec- 
orative arts, and was intended to afford 
protection to the inventors of new orna- 
mental effects produced in articles of man- 
ufacture, the selections being a choice from 
considerations of appearance determined 
by the taste of the inventor seeking new 
and attractive appearances A new and 
ornamental design will be found in an arti 
cle of manufacture where there can be 
found in such article a new appearance 
created by inventive process and serving 
the purpose of embellishment. 

A new and useful manufacture as under 
stood in patent law is a new thing, serving 
a useful purpose, and its patentable char 
acteristics are those which contribute to 
the performance of function. A new and 
ornamental design will be found in an arti 
cle of manufacture when there can be 
found in such article a new appearance cre 
ated by inventive process and serving the 
purpose of embellishment. 

Such new appearance may be superfi 
cially applied or it may rest more or less 
deeply in the structure of the parts, but it 
must be the creation of an_ inventive 
genius, accomplishing the purposes of or- 
nament and not used for its functional 
value. It will be found, weighed and val 
ued by the test of ornament. It will not 
be found in those articles whose visible 
forms are only modeled to develop func 
tion. 

This section of the law was intended 
afford protection to the inventors of new 
ornamental effects produced in articles of 
manufacture. The selection of the de- 
sign for this purpose is a choice from con 
siderations of appearance and will be de 
termined by the taste of the inventor seek 
ing new and attractive appearances.
